“It symbolizes one of the great- 
est efforts man has ever made to 
free himself, 

“The Far Eastern Command 
will do its best to uphold this 
noblest of ideals.”

The 3-by-5-foot standard is the 
same one that flew over the 
Palestine headquarters of the late 
Count Folke Bernadotte, U.N.

The flag from Palestine was 
placed on a mount in Gen. Mc- 
Arthur’s office.

top of the headquarters building.

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WHOLESALE PRICES 
UP 1.8 PCT. IN WEEK 
ON KOREAN CRISIS 


WASHINGTON, July 14(AP)— 
The Government today reported 
a sharp rise in wholesale prices 


due to the Korean crisis. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said average prices advanced 1.8 
per cent in the week ended July 
11. It added that the Korean 
“conflict had a marked effect” 
on most commodities. 

The BLS index went to 161.8. 
That means 161.8 per cent of the 
1926 average. The index on July 
4 was 159. On June 27, two 
days after the Korean war began, 
it was 157.1. A vear ago, on July 
12, 1949, it was 154. 

The index peak was 170.3, on 
Aug. 17, 1948. 

Food prices during the week 
ending July 11 went up 4.1 per 
cent. Meat prices were up 7.5 
per cent. 

Wholesale price changes usu- 
ally are reflected later in retail 
price changes. 

Increases ranged as high as 17 
per cent. for rubber—to a post- 
war high of 36.5 cents a pound. 
Print cloth rose 14.8 per cent. 

The highest prices since 1948 
were established during the week 
on corn at $1.57 a bushel, cotton 
at 36.9 cents a pound, hogs at 
$24.375 per! 100 pounds, and cocoa 
beans at 34.5 cents a pound. 


20,000 RED TROOPS

T. LOUIS voters may cast 
S: ballot only on the pro- 
| posed new city charter in 
‘| the Aug. 1 election without 
| being required also to vote a 
| party ballot in the ‘primary 
| election being held the same 
| day, the city counselor's office | 
| ruled yesterday. | 
The opinion held that the |

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WITH i AMERICAN FORCES 
IN KOREA, July 14—The next 
few days may decide the fate of 
the small American forces in 
Korea. The chief city of Taejon 


is imperiled. If the North Ko- 
rean Communists take Taejon, 
the Americans and their South 
Korean allies will have to fall 
back rapidly toward the southern 
end of the Korean peninsula. 
The Americans at present are 
holding the south bank of the 
Kum river, which at present is 
only waist deep—after having 
been at flood stage a few days 
ago—and is no great obstacle to 
enemy infantry. {it would be a 
‘very good line if there were 
enough troops to man it. But 
‘the Americans are outnumbered 
10 to one in the series of holding 
actions north of the river and 
during a 60-mile retreat. Unless | 
strong reinforcements arrive, it 
is doubtful whether the positions | 
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along the Kum river can be held 
more than a few days.

Danger of Outflanking. 


Except for light and sporadic 
artillery fire, the enemy paid no 
attention yesterday to the Amer- 
icans digging in along the Kum.

Morale Rises After Sleep. 
During today’s lull in the fight- 


| ing this correspondent talked with 


a number of line officers who had 
survived rough action north of 
the Kum river. Some of the bit- 
terness had worn off. Men had 
had some sleep and a hét meal 
and were a bit more cheerful. 

But the burning question in 
their minds was why the United 
States, having been alerted so 
long to the danger of aggression 
in the Far East, was able to com- 
mit only a typically small force 
inadequately trained and 
equipped. 

Here are some facts about a 
unit just relieved from the line: 

Its field training had been so 
scant that this unit had barely 
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finished battalion combat exer- 
cise. It had never engaged in 
regimental combat exercise. 

Only one man out of 10 had 
ever heard the sound of a shell 
passing overhead. Overhead fir- 
ing had been barred in peacetime 
maneuvers lest some of the men 
get hurt. As a result, these sol- 
diers could not distinguish be- 
tween supporting artillery and 
enemy artillery. 

Consequently they were un- 
nerved by friendly shells whis- 
tling over their~ positions and 
needed frequent reassurance from 
platoon leaders who themselves 


#| were often green to combat. 


Too many men deserted posi- 
tions and ran when the action be- 
came warm. No one who has not 
learned to control his fear under 
shell fire has any right to criti- 
cize these men. But the fact re- 
mains that they ran like fright. 
ened chickens, leaving gaps in the 
line that endangered the brave 
men left behind. 

An officer estimated that one- 
fourth of his men were barely 
literate, having only the equiva- 
lent of a fifth-grade education. 
They were obliged to take a spe- 
cial study course in order to pass 
simple Army general classifica- 
tion tests. 

Some of these men may yet be 
converted into good combat ma- 
terial, but it is a little late in the 
game for that. Meanwhile, the 
only assured way of getting re- 
placements with sufficient educa- 
tion is through the draft. 

The two-and-one-half-year term 
of enlistment for soldiers overseas 
has proved too short to permit 


an adequate program for occupa- | 
tion units in Japan. By the time | 


a unit finished a year’s program 
it had to start all over again with 
basic training because nearly 
half of the men had completed 
their enlistment and were re 
placed with green recruits. Thu 
the units could hardly hope to ge’ 
| beyond regimental combat exer- 
cises. 

The American troops were no! 
jcombat-minded. En route to the 
front the men behaved as though 
they were on a Sunday outing. 
They had had no indoctrination 
to prepare them for the raw bru- 
tality of combat. Suddenly they 
found themselves thrown into a 
full-scale war for which they were 
psychologically unprepared.

Atemic Submarine Plannéd. 

Senator McMahon announced 
¢hat construction will be started 
at Areo, Idaho, next month on a 
land-based model for an atomic 
powered submarine engine. He 
predicted that a “tremendous im- 
provement in submarine pertorm- 
ance is in the offing.” 

The Arco prototype, or original 
from which other engines are to 
be copied, is one of two experi- 
mental projects for atomic ship 
propulsion on which the Atomic 
Energy Commission has_ been 
working since early 1947. The 
project is being carried on jointly 
for the AEC by the Argonne Na- 
tional Laboratories near Chicago, 
/ and the Westinghouse Corp. 

The AEC earlier had set a Sep- 
tember target date for start of 
ccnstruction on the Arco engine 
which is estimated would cost at 
least $25,000,000. Arco is the site 
of the AEC’s reactor (atomic en- 
gine! test station.

Occupation Veterans First 
- To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The sudden nature of the present 
Korean situation, ‘ts potentialities as 
the beginning of a new war of nerves 
“and uncertainties, and recent American 
reverses that seem to result in part 
from the unseasoned type of American 
troops in the field, seem to point to 
one major conclusion. 

It,seems that the President and mili- 
tary authorities of the United States 
- would have been better advised (and 
would still be so) to institute the call- 
ing up of reserves to provide a better 
trained corps for early use in Korea 
and to meet sudden eventualities, while 
allowing for a more methodical and 
humane re-development of selective 
service to replace or supplement the re- 
serves previously called up, after train- 
ing had been adequately pursued. ° 

In line with this same premise, t.e., 
the need for previously trained men in 
a hurry and the desirability of reducing 
sudden displacement among younger, 
Jess mature men, there is still another 
suggestion. 

This is that there are quite a few 12- 
to 15-month veterans of no more than 
European or Japanese occupation kick- 
ing around who would be quite useful. 
These “‘veterans” of the latter stages of 
the wartime draft, who were in approx- 
imately a year or so, for the most part 
received all the advantages of being in 
during technical wartime periods, but 
long after actual hostilities had ceased. 

That these men, who have utilized 
their benefits of the G.I. Bill, etc., might 
actually be taken in preference to 19 
or 20-year-olds, whose education would 
be interrupted without promise of such 
benefits, seems a valid suggestion. Teen- 
agers taken into the service under the 
present system have considerably more 
promise of bloodshed before them than 
these occupation veterans of the latter 

year or so of technical wartime. And, 
of course those in the occupation-vet- 
eran category have some training, at 
least, in army routine and discipline, 
while many have experience in Korea 
or nearby Japan. 

Incidentally, this is the opinion of 
one who falls in the 12-month-total- 
service, seven-of-same-in-Japan,  cate- 
gory. Therefore, I have some idea con- 
cerning the real validity of what I 
write. I personally am no reservist and 
have no plan to rush madly back into 
the “Good Old Army” voluntarily. How- 
ever, I could not feel justified in grip- 
ing if I were recalled as part of a gen- 
eral policy which would save less ma- 
ture and exverienced fellows for peace- 
time pursuits and which would bring 
in trained men more readily than the 
draft as constituted at present.

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The President’s Course 


As the President made the right decision in 
his prompt support of the cause of world peace 
in Korea, so is he, in our opinion, proceeding 
soundly with respect to the question of mobili- 
zation. The attitude of the White House, as ex- 
pressed by Mr. Truman at a press conference, 
is that plans for wartime controls of all! sorts 
are under consideration, but that these will be 
used only if found necessary. 

No one knows what tomorrow may bring in 
either the Korean campaign or the larger world 
setting. We may wish tomorrow that full con- 
trols were on, and that not only the draft but 
vast manpower training programs were in full 
swing. We may wish that the organized re- 
serves and national guard units had been called 
to active duty the day the Communist forces 
invaded the Republic of South Korea. 

Hindsight is always better than foresight. 
How uncertain the situation is now can best be 
told by the testimony of Gen. Bradley as chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff before the 
Senate Armed Services Committee. Gen. Brad- 
ley, who surely is a military leader to be trusted, 
told the Senators that the situation in Korea 
is serious, but that it would be some weeks be- 
fore its full gravity could be assessed. It would 
be much longer, he said, before the situation 
could be coped with. 

Undoubtedly the Kremlin is using Korea as 
a testing ground. The problem before Mr. Tru- 
man and his advisers is to handle this test with- 
out making moves which may cause Moscow to 
touch off World War III, and all which that 
doubtless would bring in the way of atomic 
destruction. It is hard to see how there could 
be a graver responsibility than this. 

The Korean war soon will be three weeks old. 
It still is localized, but it is taking its toll in 
American lives, and every day less of South Ko- 
rea remains uninvaded. Most of the free world 
has denounced this aggression and already Aus- 
tralia, Britain, France, Canada and other na- 
tions are helping in a variety of ways. As we 
have said in these columns, even if the fight- 
ing is confined to Korea, it will not be easy to 
win a victory. Supply lines are long, and the 
odds now are heavily against us. 

In such a situation the safest resort is to 
stand-by legislation. ‘Then controls of manpow- 
er, resources, prices and other elements of a 
wartime economy can be applied as needed. The 
extension of selective service was on this stand- 
by basis. The law gave the President authority 
to put-the draft in operation, according to re- 
quirements. And no one would say that the 
modest call for 20,000 inductees was not a pru- 
dent step. Indeed, it will be no surprise if a 
larger second call comes soon. 

A decision in favor of all-out mobilization 
might bring just what everyone hopes will not 
occur. On the other hand, positive, definite 
moves in the executive department and in Con- 
gress to prepare for mobilization on a stand-by 
basis may well turn the tide toward peace in 
the world. 

This is no time for fear or hysteria—and 
least of all time for foolish scare-buying and 
other gestures which reflect what individuals 
wrongly think to be to their self-interest. It 
is no time for partisan politicking. 

Up to now the President’s course, backed up 
fully by the people, has been admirable. May it 
continue to be so!

For Less “Emergency” Rule 
Even though it may not be used very often, 
the referendum is one of the great protections 
of government by the people. In St. Louis, it 
will be more available if the new city charter 
is adopted on Aug. 1. The proposed charter 


will make it much more difficult for the Alder- 


men to avoid a public test of any measure simply 
by declaring it to be an emergency bill. 

At present, a bill can be so designated by a 
simple majority vote. The Mayor then can sign 
it as soon as it reaches his desk, and it goes into 
force at once. Thus there is no chance to hold 
it in abeyance until the citizens can go to the 
polls to vote for or against the measure. 

Under the submitted charter, an ordinance 
could be declared an emergency measure only 
by a two-thirds vote of the Aldermen. Further- 
more, the ordinance would have to state “dis- 
tinctly the facts and reasons constituting the 
emergency.” Thus attention would be called not 
only to those seeking to avoid a referendum, but 
also to their ostensible reasons for blocking 
possible repudiation. 

St. Louisans—who. have not forgotten the 
frustrated attempt to ram through Gov. Forrest 
Smith's state road tax grab by declaring it an 
emergency matter—will appreciate added pro- 
tection against such tactics on the local level. 
This feature of the charter may not be stressed 
as much as the broader provisions for municipal 
streamlining, but certainly it is one more good 
reason for voting Yes.

Tax-Dodging, Not Philanthropy 

Harold Stassen may not be an outstanding 
scholar, but he did his best to qualify as a 
“practical” university president when he testi- 
fied against the House proposal to tax the un- 
related business ventures of tax-exempt insti- 
tutions. 

Mr. Stassen, who is serving as president of 
the University of Pennsylvania, protested that 
this was “a thinly veiled attempt to weaken the 
colleges and universities as a prelude to bring- 
ing them under federal control.” By giving the 
Treasury the opportunity to say what is a re- 
lated and what is an unrelated activity, he went 
on, the proposal would give the Goyernment the 
power to say what schools may or may not do. 

If we may say so, this is pure nonsense. Tax 
exemption is being turned into a none too gen- 
teel racket. As President.Truman pointed out, 
a noodle factory has been taken off the tax 
rolls by selling it to a university which then 
leased it back to its operators. The rental 
amounts to considerably less than their tax bill 
would. So there is a neat saving for the noodle 
people and also a fee for the school which has 
given them the benefit of its tax exemption. 
Mr. Stassen admitted that this is pretty raw, 
vet he insisted on tax exemption for any busi- 
ness “directly” operated by a university. That, 
however, would only require a slightly more 
complicated contract between a tax-dodger and 
a willing school. 

The lease-back device is only one of several 
being used to avoid legitimate taxes. Another 
is the so-called educational or charitable trust. 
Firms or individuals transfer their holdings to 
such a setup and stop paying taxes, but only a 
small part of the funds—or none at all—is 
used for the ostensible purpose of the trust. 
Representative Noah Mason, Illinois Republi- 
can, reports an attempt to transform the 
Churchill Downs race track into a foundation 
for the benefit of the University of Louisville. 


This deal apparently was not carried through. 
But Senator Tobey’s Textron investigation piled 
up evidence enough of cases in which there 
was no such hesitation. 

Congress is not trying to control education, 
but it is trying to plug a serious tax loophole. 
And it should pass over Mr. Stassen’s opposi- 
tion. We believe that education should be en- 
couraged. But we also fee] that Congress should 
put educational administrators beyond the 
temptation of aiding and abetting tax-dodgers. 
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Handicap to a Free Korea 

Is the ultimate objective of a free popular 
government attainable in Korea under a leader 
like President Syngman Rhee? 

In the answer to that question will lie eventual 
victory, or defeat, for what the United Nations, 
under American leadership, are now tr¥ing to 
do on that strife-torn peninsula. 

Military defeat of the North Korean Commu- 
nists and their Russian masters will be truly a 
pyrrhic victory unless it can be made the prelude 
to government by the people of Korea. 

It would be difficult to maintain that Dr. Rhee 
is the kind of man who could, or would, lead 
his country to that happy accompiishment. He 
is an authoritarian at heart. Since becoming 
president, he has been further moved to dicta- 
torial methods by the threat of invasion. 

If in diet, schooling, literacy and land owner- 
ship the South Koreans have been better off 
than they ever had been before, in still other 
ways they were only the terrorized inhabitants 
of a police state. Thousands of political prison- 
ers, including judges and legislators and lawyers 
and newspaper editors, have been thrown into 
prison, newspapers have been shut down for 
disagreeing with Dr. Rhee or for not printing 
enough of his propaganda, and a running battle 
has gone on between the president and the 
legislature to determine whether any remnant 
of real popular government should survive. 

How unfortunate it is that the democracies 
have such a man as this in their forefront in 
Asia as they compete with a warlike Commu- 
nism for support from other countries! 

How unfortunate that the United States, 
which sponsored Dr. Rhee, must share responsi- 
bility for the record he has made! 

It is often said that Dr. Rhee may be bad 
but he is indispensable. That is a verdict which 
was heard often in the past several years with 
respect to Chiang Kai-shek. 

In the case of Greece, the United States has 
demonstrated that a freer atmosphere may be 
created. In Korea, once order has been re- 
stored, a proper course would be for the United 
States and U.N. to give Koreans the freest pos- 
sible ‘choice of their own leaders, instead of 
pressing Dr. Rhee upon them as this country 
has so far done. 

Democracy puts itself on the defensive when 
it supports leaders, such as Chiang and Rhee, 
for whom it must apologize. 
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Maybe He’s Loyal Only to U.N. 
Secretary General Trygve Lie of the United 
Nations is now getting the treatment from the 
Kremlin. Because he dared to uphold U.N. 
action in Korea, he is regularly denounced by 
Soviet propagandists as‘ a “stooge of Wall 
Street” and “abettor of American aggression.” 
A few weeks ago, Trygve Lie was getting the 
treatment from Senators Bridges and Knowland 
in Washington. Because he dared to propose 
that an effort be made to solve the China rep- 
resentation issue and other points of dispute 
among the big powers, he was denounced as an 
appeaser and a partisan of the Kremlin. 
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Transportation Plus 

Anybody old-fashioned enough to regard the 
business of a transportation company as trans- 
portation wiil kindly go to the foot of the class. 

Certainly the Public Service Co. is proving 
itself alert to» the non-transportation revenue 
possibilities of its service.

Up and Down Together 

A year ago Britain and the whole sterling area 
were in the throes of a dollar crisis. They were 
not earning enough dollars to finance essential 
imports from North America. 

Today, following devaluation of the pound, 
tightening of the British belt, and a drive to 
increase exports to dollar countries, there is a 
modest surplus in the till, and Sir Stafford 
Cripps can report steady improvement in Brit- 
ain’s financial position. 

But Sir Stafford is frank to say that the 
foremost reason for this improvement is the re- 
covery of demand in the United States—par- 
ticularly demand for raw materials from Asian, 
African and Australian parts of the sterling 
area. When American demand falls off, as it 
did in last year’s brief recession, the sterling 
countries’ ability to earn dollars drops, and the 
market for our exports shrinks. 

It is another lesson in the delicate interde- 
pendence of the modern world. Our economic 
welfare is inseparably linked with that of the 
sterling countries. The maintenance of a healthy, 
thriving economy in the United States is ab- 
solutely essential to the economic welfare of 
the entire free world. 
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For the Export of Starlings 

To a true bird lover, no bird is bad, and we 
try hard to appreciate the merits of English 
sparrows, starlings and other critters which at 
first blush seem to be an unqualified nuisance. 

In this mood. the Smithsonian Institution has 
issued. a communique pointing out the good 
features of starlings. We've long harbored the 
unspoken feeling that the starling is a nasty 
little beast, but the Smithsonian Institution says 
that it serves a useful purpose by eating, among 
other things, potato beetles. 

Eastern Europe is now afflicted with potato 
beetles, and the Kremlin claims the bugs have 
been dropped by American planes. There is no 
truth to this, of course, but it should be obvious 
that five or six birds could be felled with one 
stone if our Government undertook to round up 
every last starling in this country, arid dropped 
them on Eastern Europe. 
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The price on poultry in St. Louis has jumped 
3 to 5 cents a pound in the last few days. With 
steak selling at a dollar-a-pound, those chickens 
are just trying to make it over the moon, too,

Days of the Dime Novel 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opimion

One spring day a little more than 30 
years ago, an unusual book auction was 
held in New York City. The books being 
sold were dime and nickel novels—the pa- 
per covered “‘yellowback” tales of fron- 
tiersmen and Indians which had thrilled 
generations of Americans from 1860 to 
the First World war. Collectors pushed 
the bids up as high as $62 a copy, and 
the news of the auction was spread across 
the country. 

With this event, the lowly dime novel 
achieved a distinction which it lacked in 
its own day. The blood and thunder tales 
then were regarded in much the same 
way as comic books and thriller movies 
are now. Critics heaped scorn on them. 
Parents forbade their children to read 
them—and the children read them any- 
way, up in the attic or behind the barn. 

A pioneer in the dime novel field was 
the publishing company of Beadle & 
Adams in New York City, which from 
1860 until late in the ’90s produced hun- 
dreds of thousands of copies for an eager 
public. A scholarly, two volume history of 
the company, “The House of Beadle & 
Adams,” has been compiled by Albert Jo- 
hannsen, a former geology professor, and 
recently published by the University of 
Oklahoma press. It sells for $20. 

Impressionable young boys were not the 
only readers of this gusty fiction. Doc- 
tors, lawyers and even some presidents of 
the United States—Abraham Lincoln and 
Woodrow Wilson—were among those who 
perused the orange and yellow backed nov- 
els with enjoyment. 


Cautious Kit Carson 


It's easy to see why the nation suc- 
cumbed to this dime fiction. For one 
thing, much of the literature of the time 
was written in high flown language, with 
stiff characters and creaking action bor- 
rowed from European authors, especially 
Sir Walter Scott. But the frontier stories 
were thoroughly American, even to their 
freguently exaggerated plots and improb- 
able action. 

Far example, the boasting ways of the 
king of the plains are echoed in this ro- 
mance of Apache life published in 1879: 

“I'm Mustang Sam, the high muck-a- 
muck of E Pluribus Unum. I was got by 
a bull whale out o’ a iceberg. I kin yell 
louder, run furder, ride faster, shoot 
straighter, jump higher, tell bigger lies, 
eat more bull and jump oucside o’ more 
chain-lightnin’ than any other two legged 
critter as was ever pupped. I’m the man 
that swum the Big Kenyon of the Colora- 
do on my back. I'm the critter what

climbed up a greased rainbow and bit the 
highest p'int off o’ the new moon. I'm 
Mustang Sam—how goes it, stranger?”’ 

Many of the stories were based on au- 
thentic events and characters. Indian up- 
risings in the West were a favorite theme. 
Buffalo Bill, Kit Carson, Calamity Jane 
and other famous Western characters were 
the heroes of hundreds of ‘stories, and 
Buffalo Bill even turned out a number of 
Beadle novels himself. 

Kit Carson once was shown a dime nov- 
el cover in which he was pictured slaving 
seven Indians with one hand while clasp- 
ing a fainting maiden with the other. He 
studied it for a long time and finally said: 
“That there may have happened, but I 
ain’t got no recollection of it.” 

Beadle authors were given a list of in- 
structions from the publisher on the type 
of stories desired: They must know what 
they were writing about. They must be 
original, show good taste and have “grace 
and precision of narrative.’ They could 
not write anything that carried an “im- 
moral taint,” and so forth. 


The Moral Edified 


Just what influence these violent sto- 
ries had on our grandfathers is hard to 
say. The morals of the tales, however, 
were invariably edifying. Justice and 
truth always won out, and the heroes were 
men of courage and perseverance. 

Schoolteachers may have been disturbed 
at the dialogue in most of the stories_éer 
it almost always was in dialect, fall of 
“ain’ts,” mild expletives and weird twist- 
ings of grammar. But whatever the read- 
ers may have suffered on this score was 
more than made up by the purple prose 
of the descriptions. 

At first, nearly all the stories were about 
frontier life, but in the early "80s, com- 
petition fram other publishers forced 
Beadle to bring in detective stories and 
more sensat@nal tales. Nick Carter, Frank 
Merriwell, Jesse James and others took 
over the throne which Kit Carson and 
Buffalo Bill once had occupied 

The house of Beadle & Adams finally 
crashed, late in the ‘90s. A later gen- 
eration of bovs found their Beadles in at- 
tic boxes, and many of the biographies of 
men who were 12 or 14 years old in the 
first decade of the twentieth century de- 
scribe lovingly the hours they spent in 
their rooms, reading of buffalo hunts and 
thrilling rescues from parties of redskins. 
It seems unlikely that 10 year olds of the 
present day will have as warm a spot in 
their hearts for ragged copies of “Super- 
man” comic books 50 years from now. 


A-Bombs Wont 


Achieve Peace

Attorney General John Metzger’s advice 
to President Truman that we ought to 
drop the atomic bomb,on the Russians un- 
less they co-operate fdr peace represents 
the kind of irresponsible political thinking 
that may yet involve this country in a 
major shooting war. 

The problem before the free world is 
not the achievement of peace through co- 
operation of all nations. It is the much 


.more difficult problem of achieving peace 


through co-operation of the free nations. 
This kind of peace cannot be achieved by 
dropping atomic bombs. It can be achieved 
only by slow, painstaking effort and by 
daring action, such as our move in South 
Korea: action that cannot be planned but 
must be taken in response to other action. 

One of our great strengths as a demo- 
cratic nation is that we have never started 
or provoked a war. We have never at- 
tacked another nation without declaration 
in our mature life as a nation. 

Consequently we have built a worldwide 
respect for the peaceful intentions of 
democracy. 

The kind of thinking Mr. Metzger and 
some other Americans evidence in their 


calls for atomic warfare is the kind of 
thinking that would not only involve us in 
war, it would cause us to lose one of our 
greatest attributes—our straightforward 
desire to promote world peace. 

Mr. Metzger and those few others would 
jettison all we have done, and embark on 
a road in which power is the sole driving 
force. 

We don't think America wants any part 
of these ideas. We have taken action in 
South Korea, action that has been warmly 
applauded throughout the free world. We 
have the support of the free world, and 
we are cementing the support and adher- 
ence of much of the dependent world — 
by our actions, which continue to be 
straightforward and honest. 

Should we sacrifice this because the 
Russians annoy us and try us sorely? 

We don't believe so. We believe, rather, 
that we should live in this world of pres- 
sures, plugging slowly along the road to 
peace. Eventually, then, we believe, we 
can achieve real peace, despite the Soviets, 
and there is a good chance we can achieve 
it without a shooting war. 


Between Book Ends 


The Claims of Authority 


THE NEWEL POST, by Rachel Ann Fish. (Coward- 

McCann, $3.50.) 

Mrs. Fish apparently began writing “The 
Newel Post” because she “became tired 
of reading slick, sophisticated novels” and 
felt that “it was time someone wrote a 
novel about America and American 
ideals. ...” I wish I could say that this 
novei is about Amer- 
ica and American 
ideals. It is certain- 
ly supposed to be 
about morality, but 
morality in fiction 
depends on an intel- 
ligent interpretation 
of life, not a forced 
manipulation of ex- 
perience. Values 
emerge in art only 
when the artist is 
sure of his materials. 
In fiction, the writer 
who creates carica- 
tures rather than 
characters out of a 
doctrinaire notion of “America and Amer- 
ican ideals’’ cannot expect to carry a 
worthwhile “message to its readers. For 
those readers, therefore. who wish their 
morality surface-skimmed, “The Newel 
Post” will be pleasing. 

Here is Madame Lucy Prescott, stub- 
born, persistent, lover and protector of a 
family fortune In land and prestige in 
upstate New York, hater of change and 
suspicious of the new-fangle notions that 
are beginning to emerge in the 20s and 
30s in her own sons: Paul, the thwarted 
professor; Martin the tortured musician, 
and Jim, the only person who, because he 
probably makes sense to the author, can 
make sense to the reader as a capable 
father and farmer. 

The story itself is concerned with the 
advent into this woman-dominated family 
of a young and restless daughter of an 
Army man, Cathy. Cathy marries Paul 
only after he has broken an engagement 
with the local beauty, Netta. the choice 
of his mother. The book follows the en- 
tanglements that result from this first 
and only disobedience of the heir to the 
wisdom and estate of the long-established 
Prescotts 

Mrs. Fish seems to base her code of be- 
havior on obedience to all authority begin- 
ning with the parental—an authority 
which, though it be arbitrary, whimsical 
or destructive, must be followed. Of course 
Cathy rebels against authority. and all hell 
is let loose between her and her dominat- 
ing If Cathy ‘or anyone

consistent, one could sympathize with her 
or not tolerate her or understand her 
swift changes and apparent final belief 
in the justice of the family traditions. 

It is no use however: poor Cathy's love 
for the New York artist. Jock Starling, 
Martin's own tragedy, Nettas melodra- 
matic character do not hold together either 
in terms of plot or marrative force. In 
the final denouement. when the treachery 
of Pearl Harbor rocks the nation. and 
Paul, now a father as well as confirmed 
farmer, is off to war, the reacer wonders 
as he and Cathy cling together in a “kiss 
seeming to wipe out all past misunder- 
standing” why these transgressors didn't 
kiss on page 10 instead of page 374 so 
that the American passion could at orce 
have spread itself around the family home- 
stead and the world.

LANEY IS NOT ONLY a devotee of Dixieland, but has a schol- 
arly command of its history and is a collector of Dixieland books 
and records. He plays the trumpet and piano, and is good enough 
to be asked to sit in with Eddie Condon’s band in Greenwich Vil- 
lage, New York. Eddie Condon’s place, they say, is a national 
mecca for Dixieland addicts. These addicts range from the purists, 
otherwise known as “moldy figs” to commercial opportunists known 
as “cornballs.” 

: Judging from his severe and uncompromising approach, I gather 
that Laney is a moldy fig; that is, he likes his Dixieland played as it 
was in New Orleans around 1910 and as developed by Bix Beider- 
becke in the ’20s. I had never heard of Bix before, but apparently 
the name is as famous in jazz circles as Babe Ruth’s is in baseball. 
I had by some odd chance heard of Benny Goodman and Gene 
Krupa. ‘They were Bix’s proteges and he, in turn, was a protege 
of Paul Whiteman. 

* . + 


AS LANEY SPELLED IT out for me, Dixieland is an outgrowth 
of New Orleans jazz which appeared around the turn of the cen- 
tury. It was rough music with a beat based on primitive African 
rhythms, which had been played in Negro street parades and fu- 
neral processions. The street musicians couldn’t read music, so 
they were often forced to improvise. The result was a concatena- 
tion recording the emotions of sex, death, joy and just plain stomp- 
ing. It was all pure Negro. 

When white musicians took up New Orleans jazz, they calmed 
it down a bit and superimposed their improvisations on a basic 
chord pattern. What they produced has been described as “a ritually 
stylized way of playing a hallowed set of hollers, work songs, splir- 
ituals, blues and marches.” Whatever that means. 

* * * 

ANYWAY, for a long time Dixieland jazz was safely confined 
to the gaudy section of old New Orleans known as Storyville. When 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels ordered this sinful district closed in 
1917. the Dixieland musicians were driven out and took their jazz 
abilities to other parts of the country. (This is NOT comparable to 
the fact that the Renaissance in Europe began. when the scholars 
were dispersed by the fall of Constantinople.) 

At this point, for Dixieland addicts, I suppose I should put in 
some names like King Keppard, Joe Oliver, Louis Armstrong and 
Jelly Roll Morton who, I am told, were the giants of jazz with a 
Storyville backeround. Anyway, soon the nation tnrobbed with 
High Society, When the Saints Go Marching In, Muskrat Ramble and 
Panama. The ’20s were, among other things, Dixieland-crazy. 

. * 

WHEN THE DEPRESSION closed night clubs, Dixieland went 
into eclipse or was corrupted by the cornballs into something hardly 
recognizable by the moldy figs. But people like Eddie Condon 
couldn't forget the haunting old rhythms, and now they have come 
back. Laney says that Condon, while not tops as a Jazz musician, 
is vitally interested in jazz as a form of art. It was he whose am- 
bition was to “take Dixieland out of the gutter and put it in the 
concert hall and on television,” and exactly that has happened. 
Shows like “Lend an Ear” and “Gentlemen Prefer Blondes” have 


contributed popularity to the revival. 
* * 

PRESSING Laney to give me some notion why the youngsters 
are mad about jazz in general and Dixieland in particular, he said 
he thought it was because jazz is in tune with the fast pace of modern 
times and because it has a high emotional content. Moreover, the 
jazz genius may never play the same piece twice in the same way. 
Like the old unlettered New Orleans street. musicians, he improvises 
freely—composing, as it were, as he plays. This gives an exciting 
freshness to oft-played pieces, just as in more conservative musical 
circles audiences derive particular and subtle pleasure from a gifted 
conductor’s interpretation of an old classic.

NOW THAT I was in this deep, I asked Laney about bebop.

shocked into facing the future 
more calmly and courageously. 
This has possibilities, but suf- 
fers from a lack of clarity and 
forcefulness in the presentation 
of ideas. The theme is too slow 
in developing, the first act be- 
ing virtually lost. Too often the 
play seems to descend into an ac- 
count of a petty domestic quarrel. 
i'The last sceie, where the hus- 
band returns to his wife after a 
separation and after finding some 
solace in the friendship of an- 
other woman, is anticlimactic. The 
lack of punch curtain lines for the 
seven scenes leaves the scenes 
hanging.

‘Mrs. Lawler’s characters have 
Sharpness and credibility.

Evening's Fishing 
Along the Creek 


By Leonard Hall 


f 


ALINE CREEK, which runs through the farm, 
§ seems to have silted in more badly than usual 

this season, due to the torrential rains of last 
winter. The areas deep enough to support fish 

of good size are never 
very large and this 
year most of them 
have filled up with 
gravel, while much of 
the cover has washed 
out. Thus in a single 
season the fish-carry- 
ing capacity of the 
siream has droppbed 
lower than during any 
season we've been here 
and furnishes interest- 
ing proof that food and 
cover are always the 
determining factors in 
the wildlife popula- 
tion. As a matter of 
fact, fooc hasn't been 
a problem in the stream up until recent weeks, 
for spring rains that lasted through May kept the 
water flush and brought in a plentiful supply of 
insects and worms. But now the water level has 
dropped and the sunnies and black perch will take 
a fly readily enough, provided you can approach 
within casting distance of their hiding places with- 
out disturbing them. 
* * * 

THE FEW BASS in the stream are an entirely 
different problem. Generally they feed out in the 
lower ends of the pools where there are plenty 
of minnows and the water is often no more than 
three or four inches deep. And even if you do 
succeed in stealing up close enough to make a 
cast, there remains the matter of presenting a 
lure that won't send them scurrying away to cover. 
Yet this kind of fishing has always had more appeal 
for me than catching a bucketful of fish from the 
pond; and at least one evening a week I try to 
slip away from the dogs, which have the knack of 
dunking themselves in every pool and rapid just 
as you're about to drop a fly into it, and spend 
an hour along the stream. 

7 * * 

BY AND LARGE, I find the most effective lure 
for this fishing to be the spinner fly for both bass 
and pan fish, and the same is true on the larger 
rivers of the Ozark country. During the past year 
or two I've been astonished to find several writers 
on bass fishing who claim that the spinner and fly 
combination is not a fly rod lure at all. How 
they've arrived at this conclusion is difficult to 
conceive, unless their fishing is confined to slow- 
water streams and lakes. For the smallmouth, 
which is our finest game fish, is both an under- 
water feeder and a denizen of swift, cold streams, 
while the same is largely true of black perch and 
goggle eye. Largemouth bass and bluegill, on the 
other hand, are surface feeders and seem to prefer 
the quieter waters of lake, pond and slow-flowing

- * * 

AN EXPERIENCE of last week is so typical that 
it can readily form the next chapter of a treatise 
on fishing which was started in a recent column. 
Along in the evening, after the day’s work was 
finished and shadows had begun to fall across the 
creek, Ginnie drove me down to the ford with 
rod and creel, keeping Mike and Chipper in the car. 
With the stream so low and clear, a long, light 
leader is a “must”; and a tapered leader is better 
than a level one. Under these circumstances, we 
use a length of about eight feet. A silver spinner 
is tied to the leader and on this evening I selected 
a small black. bucktail fly and tied on a yellow 
and black striped McGinty body with a bit of red 
feather streamer. And since the maximum of 
motion is the thing which seems most essential 
in securing the strike, I added perhaps an inch of 
thin pork rind to the hook. 

* * 

BELOW THE WATER GAP lies a long stretch 
of shallow water, and while there hardly seems 
enough cover here to hide a fish of zany size, I 
s00n saw minnows scurrying through these shallows 
with a bass hard in pursuit. After each rush he 
retreated to the deeper water along one bank, but 
even the longest and most careful casts failed to 
bring a strike. Finally I changed the spinner fly 
for a small cork-bodied floating bug, but even 
this failed to turn the trick. At last I gave up 
and started downstream again, turning aside to 
fish a small, log-strewn run. Here the floating 
lure drowned out, so we switched again to the 
wet fly and, by dropping it over a log and giving 
it a single twitch in the short space available there, 
took a big black perch. But now a mud turtle, 
working his way up the run, discovered us. He 
turned with a great scurrying and dived into the 
deep water of the little pool, effectively putting 
down all the fish which live there. 

* x * 

A QUARTER MILE DOWNSTREAM is the one 
deep pool on the farm where last winter's floods 
have undercut a high clay bank. A great sycamore 
tree has locged there, bridging the creek and 
piling up roots on the deep side. Always I hope 
for the rushing strike of a good smallmouth from 
the depths of this pool, but if one lives there I’ve 
vet to see him. And this day was no exception. 
Standing far above the pool, | dropped the fly 
over among the tangle of roots, let it sink down 
and then retrieved slowly. A dark shadow moved 
out and took the lure just as it came to rest on 
the bottom, but even as I set the hook I knew it 
was no bass. The pool produced three good black 
perch and each of the runs between there and 
White's water-gap netted at least one more, all of 
them striking when the lure was practically at 
rest in the water. The creel grew heavier, but 
no bass came to add its fighting zest to the 
evening s sport.

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The New Films

The Roar of Winchesters 
O one can complain there isn’t enough action in “WIN- 
Neuesrer 73” at the FOX THEATER. All the classic 
Western situations possible in one movie have been packed 
into it. There is a deadly feud between brothers, the Indian 
attack on the United States Cavalry, the 
posse’s siege of outlaws fortified in a house, 
the coldly smiling gunman who forces the 
coward into drawing so he can kill him, the 
gunfight in a bar, the holdup of the express 


company office, and the final gun duel of the 


brothers amidst some rocks. The sound of 
gunfire seldom ceases—the din makes the 
theater sound like a shooting gallery. 

As a matter of fact, that’s what's wrong with it for anyone 
not a smail boy or having a small béy’s unquenchable appetite 
for violence. Too much action and not enough exposition. It 
skips over the motives and emotions of the characters to get 
on with the gunfire, so the killings become mechanical and 
rather meaningless. The tale of a single killing, examined in 
detail and worked up with suspense, has often been presented 
in the movies with more real excitement. Violence on a whole- 
sale scale as here usually loses much of its impact. It is 
ironic that the most effective moment in the film is one in 
which there is absolute silence and the camera shows no 
human being—the moment where the cavalrymen gaze at 
the empty hillside awaiting the swarm of yelling Indians who 
will soon pour over the rise. 

As a device to tie the gunfights together, a prize 1873 
model Winchester rifle has been used. This particular weapon, 
a perfect specimen handsomely embossed, arouses the cupidity 
of most of the gunmen who see it, so that several of them are 
willing to fight and kill ior it, and it passes from hand to 
hand, leaving a trail of murder. The heroine, such a voluptuous 
wench as Shelley Winters, even plays second fiddle to the 
rifle. Such hardened outlaws as Stephen McNally and Dan 
Duryea reserve their heavy breathing for the Winchester and 
take Shelley’s charms pretty much for granted. The hero, 
Jimmy Stewart, turns his attention to Shelley only after he 
finally kills McNally and presumably regains the Winchester. 
Jimmy, who seldom lends his talents to the horse-operas, 
nevertheless makes an extremely business-like gunman. He 
shoots a Winchester lever-action 44-40 repeater with such 
dazzling speed that one wonders why they ever found it 
necessary to invent semi-automatic and automatic rifles. 


Good German Effort 

In the first postwar German film of any merit to be 
seen here, “THE AFFAIR BLUM,” to open tomorrow at the 
ART THEATER, adroitly combines an absorbing detective 
story and hard-hitting social drama. It is based on an actual 

case, an examination of official anti-Sem- 
itism in the Germany of 1926, prior to Hit- 
ler’s rise to power, in which a wealthy Jew- 
ish industrialist and his chauffeur were very 
nearly framed for a murder of which they 
were innocent. 
An ordinary sordid murder for robbery 
committed by a cunning but low-grade thug, 
burgeons into a national cause celebre because of the pre- 
disposition of the police commissioner and the magistrate to 
pin it on thé Jewish industrialist, Blum, once they learn 
that the murdered man formerly worked for Blum and had 
intended to report his suspicions of income tax irregularities. 
The police commissioner does not even realize his bias is 
carrying him so far afield. The actual murderer is easily 
arrested when he tries to cash some of the dead man’s checks. 
He had never heard of Blum, but his hastily concocted story 
blaming the murder on a fictitious man and a chauffeur is 
immediately seized. on by the commissioner as implicating 
Blum. The murderer, seeking any way out, obligingly plays 
along and identifies Blum and his chauffeur. The officials 
consider the case closed, but a fair-minded politician risks 
his own career in the face of almost hysterical prejudice to get 
the unbiased investigation of a Berlin detective who pains- 
takingly unravels the mess. 

The drama has been well directed, with realism and in a 
low key, with excellent casting. Particularly suitable are 
Hans Christian Blech as the thug, Ernst Waldow as the police 
commissioner and Alfred Schieske as the detective. 


Gorgeous—and Empty 
“DUCHESS OF IDAHO,” at LOEW’S STATE makes the 
course in about par for an Esther Williams movie. That is, the 
gorgeous Esther walks through a feeble and completely arti- 
ficial romantic comedy det against some handsome Technicolor 
“Id/ settings, with some miscellaneous vaudeville 
acts and musical numbers thrown in. This 
is set mostly in Sun Valley, Idaho, with 
Esther advertising the diverse attractions of 
that gilded resort by riding, playing tennis, 
-skiing, barn-dancing and of course swim- 
ming, while trying to juggle suitors Van 
Johnson and John Lund, keeping both in the 
re same time. Lena Horne and Eleanor Powell do 
numbers, and Red Skelton makes a too-brief appearance as 
himself. The catchiest song “You Can't Do Wrong Doin’ 
Right,” falls to Johnson as an orchestra leader. There also 
is the inevitable water ballet, this time made amphibious 
for variety. It all amounts to an extended travel poster, 
scarcely more animated, eye-filling but stereotyped in_ its 
flashiness, and with a curious sense of emptiness. 


Jackie Rises Above His Material 
“THE JACKIE ROBINSON STORY” nowhere approaches 
four previous film dramas dealing with the Negro-white prob- 
lem, nor does it hold a candle to “The Stratton Story” as a 
human-interest baseball yarn. But in spite of its gaucherie, 
crudity, poor direction and general ineptness, 
it does manage to put a little of its point 
across—that it was a big feat for Robinson 
as a man as well as a baseball player to pave 
the for acceptance of the Negro in 
organized baseball. 
This is due mostly to the performance 
of Robinson playing himself. He isn't any 
more of an actor than one would expect, but the burly Dodger 
second-baseman has an innate dignity that lends stature to 
what otherwise would be a minor-league affair. It is a quality 
lacking in the film as a whole. Jackie rather puts to shame 
the obviousness of the film's preachments and the rigging of 
its characters and situations. For instance three members of 
an unnamed fascist type organization threatening to beat us 
the ball player in an unnamed International League city where 
prejudice is represented as being rampant. The film doesn't 
have the courage to name the city or be specific about other 
facts, so the incident leaves an impression it is fictitious. 
Minor Watson plays the other chief role, that of Branch 
Rickey, and manages to convey some of the dynamic drive of 
that high-powered personality.

MacArthurs Greatest Decision 
Momentous Question Whether to Stop at Border or Go On Siti Rest With Him

Davy is the only person in the 

world today who has any idea 
of exactly what will happen when 
his forces drive the Russian- 
equipped Korean Reds back to 
the blazing thirty-eight parallel 
dividing that country. There 
should be no doubt that his forces 
will be able to do this though 
his United Nations command 
(overwhelmingly American) is not 
at this time well-seasoned, well- 
equipped or well-knit. 

The general's subsequent steps 
will be vital. The alternatives 
and possibilities must at this mo- 
ment be bewildering the United 
Nations Security Council, the 
Pentagon brass, the President 
who assigned MacArthur to the 
difficult Korean task in the first 
place, Koreans of all political hues 
and the Kremlin. 

If MacArthur stops at the 
thirty-eighth parallel, to avoid en- 
croachment on Soviet-controlled 
land, he perhaps will expose his 
troops to frequent border attacks 
and permit Russia to co-ordinate 
and strengthen the North Korean 
forces for subsequent mass at- 
tacks. If he plunges on to the 
northern tip of Korea, disperses 
that Jland’s commissars and en- 
ables all of Korea to decide its 
future in a free and unfettered 
election, under U.N. supervision, 
he runs the risk of a shooting war 
with Russia. 

These and many other concerns 
and conditions not instantly dis- 
cernible to the layman are what 
cause the lights in :is Tokyo 
headquarters to burn brightly 
these nights—while off:icers half 
MacArthur’s age marve’ openly 
at his stamina and his grasp of 
the military and political con- 
sequences involved in his every 
move. 

Those close to MacArthur be- 
lieve that in the final showdown, 
when the war returns to its start- 
ing line, MacArthur and Mac- 
Arthur alone will bear the burden 
of the great decision. 

There is, consequently, every 
likelihood that what MacArthur 
decides will be accepted as the 
best possible course by his 
nominal superiors, including the 
Commander in Chief and Secre- 
tary of Defense Louis Johnson, 
His decision will shape not only 
the Asiatic policy of the United 
States but also that of U.N., 
whose blue and white flag of 
peace he is now carrying into bat- 
tle for the first time. 

That he will back up his de- 
cision with the sternest measures 
at his command, anc without me

well known to Moscow, too, for 
its representatives in Tokyo have 
long since carefully assayed Mac- 
Arthur’s character and discovered, 
to their chagrin, that it’s every- 
thing it’s cracked up to be.

But about Holmes, 
he did engulf me. When I would 
come onto a set or into a radio 
studio, the greeting was never, 
‘Hello, Rathbone’—it was always, 
‘Evening, Holmes.’ 

“Tl was fortunate, in that I as- 
sumed the role at a time when 
the field was quite clear—the last 
actor to play Holmes was William 
Gillette, in another generation. 
And not until the next generation, 
or close to it, will there be an- 
other actor who can completely 
assume the character. There can 
be only ONE Holmes at a time. 

“It has been five years since I 
threw away the Holmes pipe and 
hat and came back to Broadway. 
It was a simple question of sur- 
vival—Holmes or Rathbone. Of 
course, I am deeply grateful to 
him; even today, people come to 
the theater to see Holmes, and 
stay, I trust, to see Rathbone. 

“And even more important, he 
saved mé from being permanent- 
ly typed as a ‘heavy.’ For years, 
role after role, I was the villain. 
Holmes killed all that . and 
then I had to kill Holmes.” 

In Churchillian phrases and 
pauses, Rathbone makes this con- 
fession: 

“When I was playing Holmes 
—when I WAS Holmes, I was 
expected to acquit myself in every 
situation in a manner befitting 
the great detective and he 
was the greatest, no denying it. 

“Hence, of course, it was a 
source of considerable embarrass- 
ment to me when my home in

ish people, because they feel thev 
are trusted to hear anvthing and 
still remain true to their own be- 
liefs and their own form of de- 
mocracy. 

That is one of the things that 
we, in America, need to think 
about today. We should not be so 
afraid of Communism that we fal! 
into the ways of a Communist or 
Fascist Government. Surely we 
are strong enough in our own be- 
liefs so that we can state them 
and live by them, without becom- 
ing totalitarian to protect our- 
selves.

VANCOUVER, Wash., 

July 14. 
T the end of her third sum- 
mer on Flat Top Mountain, a 
statuesque blonde widow named 
Awilda Webb married Kirk P. 
Cecil, the tall supervisor of the 
Gifford Pinchot National Forest. 
A minister in hob-nailed boots 
performed the ceremony in the 
glass lookout tower where Awilda 
had watched alone for the first 
ominous wisp of smoke from the 

the green woodlands below. 

The people of the wilderness, 
although pleased with the ro- 
mance, confessed to disappoint- 
ment in one respect. They feared 
Flat Top was losing the most pro- 
ficient lookout it ever had. 

When the young men of the 
United States were drafted for 
military service in 1941, women 
and girls began to take over some 
of their civilian jobs. One of 
these was peering for smoke and 
flame in the great forests of the 
West. Females proved so com- 
petent at this lonely work that 
the United States Forest Service 
has insisted on their continuance 
long after the end of World War 
II. 


Today the sentinels atop some 
of the majestic peaks of the 
American West are not robust 
woodsmen but attractive school 
teachers, nurses, housewives and 
even ballet dancers. 

In the vast Gifford Pinchot Na- 
tional Forest, a domain of 1,250,- 
000 acres recently named in honor 
of the country’s first chief for- 
ester, 25 persons watch during 
the sultry days of July and Au- 
gust for the first faint sign of 
fire. Six of these guardians are 
women. Shirley Quackenbush, ro- 
bust and tanned at 28, is typical. 
She took over a man’s job in 
1943 when America was at war. 
This will be her eighth summer 
on a mountaintop. 

With hostilities again troubling 
the world, Forest Service officials 
admit they are glad a picked crew 
of women and girls once more 
could “man” all the lookout tow- 
ers, if necessary. 

“Unfortunately,” explains Lau- 
rence Barrett, boss of the Gifford 
Pinchot Forest, “lightning, log- 
ging locomotives and careless 
campers never declare a mora- 
torium because of war. Without 
women to substitute on the look- 
out towers, the nation might have 
lost billions of dollars worth of 
timber while our men were away 
on the fighting fronts in World 
War II.” 

Although women are supposed 
to have great difficulty living 
alone and liking it, a wide variety 
of girls confess that they enjoy 
the solitary alpine vigils. 

Most of the female forest sen- 
tries are school teachers or col- 
lege students because of the long 
vacations in these occupations. 
However, a woman physician 
stood sentinel duty over a sprawl- 
ing forest reserve in Ohio, and a 
lithe model squinted through 
field glasses for the first tell-tale 
smudge from a realm of Douglas 
fir trees in the state of Oregon. 

Pay for lookouts is $200 a 
month. A‘particularly experienced 
watcher, man or woman, may 
earr: $225. Under normal con- 
ditions the lookout must furnish

salary has discouraged men with 
families from returning to the 
towers, although students in for- 
estry schools often are eager for 
the work.

A names Carol Pearson esti- 

mated her grub bill at $35 a 
month. “Nothing fancy, mind 
you,” she explained. Food is 
prepared on a wood stove, using 
fuel toted from timberline. 
No lookout tower contains refrig- 
eration, so fresh meat is out of 
the question. The bulk of a 
lookout’s meal comes from a Can. 
Rangers are quick to. point out 
that women are far more ingen- 
ious than men in making mun- 
dane “chow” seem exotic and 
tasty. 

Elsie Stoller has spent five fire 
seasons on the summit of Steam- 
boat Mountain, which rides the 
forests like a great bowsprit. 
Although she rises from her cot 
at 6 in the morning and watches 
the groves of evergreen trees 
until at least 10 at night, Elsie 
does not regard her task as real 
work. “Your time is your own,” 
she declares. ““No one bosses you. 
You wear what you want. You eat 
when you’re hungry, not when a 
floorwalker gives you time off.” 

One of Miss Stoller’s few com- 
plaints is that she must carry all 
ber drinking water in gallon cans 
from a bubbling spring more than 
a mile down the rugged moun- 
tainside. “Keeps you in trim, 
though,” she adds with & grin. 

The lookout @wers are approx- 
imately 14 feet by 14 feet in 
area. They are almost completely 
of glass, so the range-finding in- 
strument may be pointed to any 
horizon. This device locates ex- 
actly the position of any smoke 
or blaze detected by the lookout.

device. Yesterday, the most ele- 
mentary type of squeeze was de- 
scribed; today we shall go a little 
further.

South's leap to three no-trump, 
though very strong, of course, 
was nevertheless something of 
an underbid so far as his high 
cards were concerned. He felt, 
however, that if North could not 
volunteer another bid with the 
encouragement given by the 
three no-trump jump, a slam 
would searcely be  laydown. 
North, on the strength of the five 
club tricks he was sure to de- 
liver, took the hint, and then 
South went all out. 

West made the eminently cor- 
rect lead from his holding—the 
heart queen. South counted 
tricks. He saw five club tricks, 
three top spades, two hearts and 
one diamond—but this total of 
11 was not quite satisfactory! An- 
other trick would have to be 
found. 

With so few diamonds in the 
combined hands, nothing good 
could be expected in that quarter, 
and for that very reason, after 
taking the opening lead with the 
heart ace, South led a low dia- 
mond from his own hand, retain- 
ing control with the ace and 
simultaneously giving up the 
trick he would have to concede 
to adjust the timing for a possi- 
ble squeeze. 

East returned a diamond after 

winning the trick—not that any 
return would have affected the 
outcome. South won with the ace, 
carefully cashed the heart king 
—another vital play—and then 
ran off the clubs, discarding a 
diamond and a heart from his 
own hand. 
- In the face of ‘this attack West 
was helpless when the last club 
was cashed. He had to keep all 
four spades to guard that front, 
but he also had to keep a high 
heart against dummy’s nine. This 
was a physical impossibility, and 
so, whichever four cards West 
retained, it was easy for South 
to take the balance and fulfill 
the slam.

ISTANBUL, July 14. 


F you're a husband I know 
| you'll wonder along with me

ford 2000 wives. That's a lot of 
wives even counting them by 
tens. 

But here in Istanbul, with 
permission of the Turkish Gov- 
ernment, you can visit the 
seraglio where many a Sultan 
kept that many better halves 
during all his reign. 

How would a man ever get 
enough money to support, 2000 
wives? Think of what it would 
cost for nylons alone, not to 
mention shoes, jewelry, food, 
and all the other things that a 
wife has to have to be happy 
and content. 

The Sultan’s quarters are far 
and away the most lavish in the 
harem (pronounced harim in 
Turkey, hareem in Egypt, and 
harem in the United States). 
The buildings, and they cover 
many an acre, are just as they 
were when they were occupied 
by the Sultans. No changes 
have been made, and with a lit- 
tle imagination one can picture 
what it was like when it was 
alive with people. 

Most of the Sultans’ gals 
lived in simple, small, dormi- 
tory-like rooms.
